one myself! We 
have had people 
climbing Mount 
Kilimanjaro, 
cycling and 
walking great 
distances, children 
swimming length 
after length, as 
well as things like 
curry nights and 
coffee mornings. 
Sainsbury’s in 
Eltham have 
adopted our 
charity for a year, 
Shooters Hill Golf 
Club is a constant 
ally and Tally 
Ho Cricket Club 
fines it players 
every match for 
our benefit.

Cash help for more 
riot-hit businesses 


MORE businesses which fell 
victim to last month’s riots are 
being helped back on their feet. 

Further firms have now had their 
applications for financial support 
agreed as part of the council’s High 
Street Business Recovery Scheme. 

They include Abbey Plumbing, 
Heating and Electrical Supplies in 
Westmount Road, Eltham. 

Owner Tanny Rehal told GT: “I 
needed to replace a door and a rear 
window after we were attacked 
in the riots. I had to put boarding 
up, and although it didn’t stop me 
trading it made it very inconvenient. 

“I was impressed because the 
council contacted us straight 
afterwards and said they could 
help. They came down to see us 
very quickly, and that was a very 
welcome surprise. The cash I’ve been 
given will help pay for the repairs.” 

His words were echoed by Charles 
Dance jewellers and pawnbrokers in 
Hare Street, Woolwich. Raj Bhura, 
who runs the shop with his brother 
Dipesh, said: “We are very happy 
with how the council has helped us. 
We didn’t expect it to be so quick. We 
thought that we would be expected 
to fill in lots of forms and make lots 
of phone calls, but council staff have 
been quick to act and have always 


stayed in contact with us. We are 
using the money to pay for replacing 
the windows and frames at the front 
of the shop, and also for some of the 
restocking.” 

In all, the council’s applications 
panel has given the green light 
to 19 applications for help. They 
include Manna Superstores, the 
Wimpy, Cash Converter, and Time 
Check jewellers, all in Woolwich, 
Simon Marks jewellers in Eltham 
High Street , and Peri Chicken in 
Greenwich High Road. 

Around 50 businesses affected were 
given information about how to 
make a claim after the government 
announced that Greenwich would 
get one of the largest shares of the 
support fund. It was recognition that 
the borough had been one of the 
worst to be hit.

View from the park 


AMID all the hype about the 
2012 Olympic Games it needs 
to be seen that in relation to 
Greenwich Park, the so-called 
“iconic views” across the 
Thames to Canary Wharf will 
not be seen clearly from the 
22,000-seater stadium which is 
planned for the site (the recent 
trial events featured a far 
smaller stadium: 2,000 seats).

Food label alert 
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Go ahead for new 
riverside homes 

PLANNING permission to continue with 
the development of a riverside site has 
been granted. 

Greenwich Council’s Planning Board 
approved Phase 2 of the Mast Quay 
development in Woolwich Church 
Street at a meeting last month. 

The Mast Pond Wharf site is to the 
east of the current devlopment will 
be developed to provide housing and 
business space. 

This includes 204 new homes along 
with office space and a restaurant 
within two towers along with more than 
100 parking spaces. 

The site will also include an area of 
public open space and access to the 
improved lower river walk level as well 
as an intertidal zone, which will provide 
a habitat for native species. 


Illegally supplied products pulled from shop shelves

DANGEROUS foods have been taken 
off shop shelves by Greenwich 
Council environmental officers 
who discovered the products were 
supplied illegally. 

About £700-worth of processed fish 
products were seized from local shops 
under the Trade in Animal & Related 
Products Regulations 2011. 

The items had been supplied through 
an untraceable company called African 
Delights which was not registered or 
approved by any council and had therefore 
produced the foods illegally. 

The firm failed to provide a full address 
on its packaging and had a false business 
identification mark. Therefore the safety 
of the products could not be guaranteed. 

The fish products were removed from 
six shops in the Woolwich and Plumstead 
and will be safely disposed. 

The council is now reminding retailers 
and caterers to be extra diligent when 
purchasing food - especially meat and fish 
- which needs to come from a premises 
approved by a local authority. 

Health officers are urging them to 
check for an oval shaped identification 
mark on any meat or fish products they 
intend to use or sell. The mark should 
include a country code, showing the 
country where the food was produced; 
an establishment code, which is issued 
by a local authority to approved food 
manufacturers, and an EC mark, which 
shows producers have met European 
Commission standards. Food items must 
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UNTRACEABLE: information on the label was useless 

also carry a full and traceable address 
on the label. Cllr Maureen O’ Mara, 
Greenwich Council’s cabinet member 
for environment and community safety, 
explained that it is the responsibility of 
the food retailer to ensure that the food 
they sell has been produced safely and is 
fit for consumption. 

“If this food in question had made 
consumers ill, the retailer would have 
been liable because no systems for tracing 
their suppliers had been put in place by 
them, she told GT. 

She added: “The company that distributed 
this product acted in an irresponsible 
manner and customers’ health could 
have been put at risk. It is essential that 
food retailers only use reputable suppliers 
who supply legitimate invoices and

WllV^fV opens in Greenwich

MAKE a note of the new name - 
Corelli College. And make a note 
of the bold new approach - the first 
academy in London to set itself at the 
heart of the co-operative movement. 

The college in Corelli Road - on the site 
of the former Kidbrooke School - makes 
no bones about its innovative style of 
education and challenges parents all over 
the borough: “Pay us a visit and see for 
yourselves!” 

Trisha Jaffe, 15 years headteacher at 
the previous school and now college 
principal, told GT: “Instead of being 
sponsored by a business person who tells 
us what to teach and what to 
do, we have a staff, student 
and parents co-operative tha 
decides the direction of th( 
school. 

“Between us we will gc 
forward to make this the 
best possible educational 
institution for local young 
people - and it puts us in a 
family of schools that all share 
that ethos. 

“The college’s co-operative 
values are self help, self 
responsibility, democracy, 
equity, equality and 
solidarity, and we believe 
they are absolutely vital to 
develop young citizens in 
Greenwich as they make 
their way in the world.” 

The application for co- 
operative academy status 
came after the old school 
qualified for it by gaining an 
Ofsted rating of “good” with 
no fewer than 17 “outstanding features”. 
Trisha said: “The Royal Arsenal Co- 
operative Society in Woolwich was the 
largest outside the north-west of England 
and people were very proud of such a 
significant part of the community. 

“Staff and parents were all for it and the 
students are very excited by the idea of 
becoming part of this new venture. The 
values we are nailing our colours to are 
social values that are more relevant than 
ever. 

“We see Greenwich Council as an 
important partner in going forward. 
We clearly need to share a relationship 
with the council as we develop our own 


work in the 
community, 
including 
local primary 
schools.” 
The college 
funded by 
central 
government, 
has five 
community groups 

- named after the five values - with 
tutor groups within each community. 
“Students are in very small tutor groups 
of different ages. Each has two tutors, 
which makes a ratio of one adult to 
every 10 or 11 students, so every single 
individual gets great support. 

“There will be competition but also 
collaboration. The arts remain one of 
our specialisms and the groups will work 
together on activities, including our 
brilliant relationship with Greenwich 
Theatre. 

“The college’s ‘framework for learning’ 
is very much skills based and includes 


listening and speaking skills to enable 
our young people to use their abilities in 
all situations.” 

On a personal level, Trisha said she was 
“incredibly excited” by the change. She 
said: “I believe it’s the right step for us. 
I believe Corelli College will be seen as 
a really important contributor to what 
happens to young people in the borough. 
Our pass rate at A-level is already above 
the national average and our students are 
at university all over the country. 

“I’m absolutely certain this co-operative 
academy will fulfil values around the 
vital area of social cohesion, and I’m 
committed to staying here to make sure 
it happens.” 

• Along with other secondary schools in 
the borough, Corelli College is holding a 
series of Open Days for parents over the 
coming weeks to help parents choose 
a secondary school for their child next 
year.

Silenced at last! 

Noisy neighbours fined after council takes action

TWO noisy residents 
have been silenced by 
Greenwich Council in 
support of long-suffering 
neighbours. 

Serial noise nuisance Mark 
Moore has been evicted from 
his Woolwich council flat in 
Lamport Close after making 
life hell for his neighbours. 

Mr Moore was fined £1,935 
in April for causing noise 
nuisance from the flat. 

He appealed against the 
conviction but failed to 
turn up for the hearing at 
Bexley Magistrates’ Court on 


September 2, when costs of 
£600 were awarded against 
him. In the meantime he was 
evicted from his flat following 
a successful possession order 
obtained by the council, 
following evidence of 
continuing noise nuisance. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the 
council’s cabinet member for 
the environment, told GT: 
“We won’t put up with this 
kind of noise nuisance that 
affects residents’ quality of 
life and we will continue to 


prosecute people who think 
they can continue behaving in 
this way.” 

A second prosecution was 
taken out by the council on 
September 5 but again Mr 
Moore did not attend court in 
Bexley. He was fined a further 
£600 with £334 costs plus a 
£315 victim support charge. 
No further complaints have 
been received. 

In the second case, the 
council responded to several 
calls from residents on a 


Sunday in August about a car 
alarm sounding in Sunfields 
Place, Blackheath. 

Council officers found a 
Vauxhall car with a defective 
alarm. They tried to find the 
owner but without success. 

That evening the car was 
removed, much to the relief 
of local residents. The car was 
later collected by the owner, 
who had to pay £300 for its 
removal and storage.

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 

longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with 
an urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941. Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Council about the 
new scheme. You’ll need that number and the reference number of 
the property you’re after, which will be on the advert.

# OLIVER’S is in the great 
tradition of jazz and blues 
clubs: it’s dark, cramped, 
sweaty and windowless 
- and the atmosphere is 

electric. 

There is a sign of sorts outside the 
Nevada Street venue, but without 
knowing it’s down a labyrinthine 
stairwell its subterranean setting it could 
be easily missed. 

Sure, it’s not going to trouble The 02 for 
the title of Greenwich’s biggest venue, but 
that’s the whole point: this is an intimate 
affair. And when the SE10 basement 
bar isn’t hosting turns from New 
Orleans brass bands (Gawd knows how 
seven-piece New Soul Rebels squeezed 
themselves and their instruments on the 
stage at last year’s Greenwich Jazz), the 
bar welcomes near-flung acts from all 
corners of the borough. The Carl Picton 
Cartel has been building a reputation 
over the last 12 months. The band has 
built such a following that the group was 
spotted by promoters of the Greenwich 
Summer Sessions and asked to play the 
festival earlier this year. 

Carl’s homespun wisdom with shades of 


Van Morrison is a timeless combination. 
The Charlton tune-smith kicked off the 
set in fine style with the upbeat Heads 
before an effervescent Eggs ‘n’ Pop. 

His voice is completely his own - there is 
never the hint of an American inflection 
or even a threat of the forced growl that 
has blighted singers of his ilk. 

The place was packed and by the third 
song the coy wine drinkers sitting meekly 
around tables had transformed into a 
jostling, standing mass. 

The stage too was rammed with the 
sextet and the low ceiling was heavy with 
condensation. 

A re-working of Knock Knock - a song 
which had previously been delivered as a 
straight-up rock number had been honed 
into a vibey reggae song - one so new that 
bassplayer Tim Clark was sight-reading 
from a score. Carl’s statuesque fiance 
Nicola Rose has been in the band for 
almost a year, and her slick harmonies 
and the on-stage chemistry between the 
two has added an extra dimension. 
Saxophones - and their players - are a 
notoriously difficult breed to splice into 
a band, but Hubert Spall’s understated 
delivery augmented the line-up and 


never felt either superfluous 
or intrusive. A Gerry 
Rafferty-esque solo on White 
House and the hooky riff in 
All Systems Go were 
particular high points. 

Despite the full band Carl 
succeeded in keeping his 
singer-songwriter vibe in tact, 
with shades of FJ McMahon 
and Alan Hall. Lyrics are 
his stock in trade, and the 
subject of a song titled 
Samuel Beckett would surely 
have approved. 

Keys player Bill ‘Dr Crow’ 

Crow provided a break after 
the first half of the set before 
Picton and Co stepped back into 
the breach for the second hour. 

The singer’s everyman approach 
found favour with the now 
well-watered audience, and he was 
barely allowed to leave the stage 
after sealing an impressive set with 
a kiss. Well, a song called Kiss...
